Taft on Foreign Relations. 


President Taft 4éclared in his ad- 
dress that “never before in the history 
of the country have our relations with 
South Ameriean and Central Amer'i- 
ean republics been more friendly than 
they are today. 

“By tact and diplomatic guidance 
a war between Peru and Bolivia was 
avoided and not a little of the credit 
for reaching an honorable and pacific 
settlement was due to the sensible 
and straightforward suggestion of our 
secretary of state. 

“The course of our state department 
with respect to certain small Central 
American states has been subjected to 
eriticism, which to me seems wholly 
unwarranted. Turbulence and unstable 
conditions in Central America are 
perennial occupation to the department 
of state. 

“The great disturber of Central 
America in recent years has been Ze- 
laya, the tyrannical and unprincipled 
president of the republic of Nica- 
ragua. 


Zetaya a Criminal. 


*Tt is undoubtedly true that the at- 
titude of the United States towards 
Zelaya so injured his prestige and 
brought him so aes"y to the bar of 
the public opinion of the world as an 
international criminal that he was ob- 
liged to abdicate and leave his govern- 
ment to a better man. It is hoped 
that the war between the factions is 
now drawing to a close and that a far 
better government will be establisiea 
which shdll have regards to the in- 
terests of its own citizens, as well as 
those of friendly nations. 

“The leaders of both factions, Madriz 
and Esfrada. have admitted the unjust 
character of the killing of Groce and 
Cannon. This government must con- 
sider at the proper time calling upon 
the government of Nicaragua, when 
one camp be established, to make such 
reparation as shall seem to be just 
for this violation of American rights, 
and to give adequate guarantees for 
the future observance and strengthen- 
ing on the part of Nicaragua the 
Washington conventions. 

“Meanwhile, pending the working 
out of the Nicaraguan situation, we 
have saved further invasion of Ameri- 
can rights and have Indirectly accom- 
plished the elimination of Zelava and 
of Zelayaism. [I think anyone who 
will analyze the Nicaraguan policy wil! 
see that it has brought about its exact 
and just and beneficent objects. 

Deliar Diplomacy Defended. 

“The theory that the field of diplo- 
macy does not include in any degree 
commerce and the increase of trade 
relations is one to which Mr. Knox 
and this administration do not sub- 
scribe. We believe it to be of the 
utmost importance that while our 
foreign policy should not be turned a 
hair breadth from the straight path 
of justice, it may be well te in- 
clude active intervention to secure to 
our merchandise and,our capitalists 
opportunity for profitable investment 
which shall inure to the benefit of 
both eountries concerned. There is 
nothing inconsistent in the promotion 
of peaceful relations and the promo- 
tion of trade relations.”

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NPHOLDS POLICIES 
REPUBLICAN PARTY 


Wickersham Speaks at 
Griscom Banquet. 


Declares That He Is _ Satis- 


fied With His Position as a 


Cabinet Member---Party Suc-. 
cess Paramount. 


New York, May 2.-—Attorney Gen- 
eral Wickersham declared tonight at 
the banquet given to Lioyd C. Griscom, 
chairman of the republican organisa- 
tion’ in New York ‘county, by the 
Twenty-ninth District Assembly Club, 
that he is satisfied with his position 
@s a cabinet officer in spite of the fact 
that “whatever one does in public em- 
ployment is the subject of criticism,” 
and that his office “entails iaborious 
Gays and involves the exercise of 
great responsibilities.” 

Upholding the policies of the repub- 
lican party and urging cooperation 
among members of the organization 
in helping to carry out the pledges of 
the party, Mr. Wickersham accused 
the “insurgents,” without menticning 
them by that title, of “impeding at this 
time the work of the nationa] adminis- 
tration by the lessening of party 

Frauds im Custom Service. 

The “revelations of the demoraliza- 
cohesion and pafty discipline.” 
tion of the customs service,” he said, 
“have taught clearly the need of re- 
moving the customs service absolutely 
from partisan political influence, and 
a reorganization of its administration 
So a8 to prevent a recurrence of these 


| offenses and to free the service from 


all reproach. 

“This work is now being under- 
taken,” he added, “by the present Sec- 
retary and the collector of the port, 
but to its accomplishment the loyal, 
effective cooperation of all republi- 
cans ig essential. Much virtue is im- 
puted to themselves by certain indi- 
viduals in refusing to cooperate with 
the president and the administration 
in carrying out the pledges and the 
program of the republican party. They 
seek to ¢@xtol the independence of the 
individual at the expense of party or- 
ganization.” 

Majority Must Rule. 

All students of government, he de- 
clared, recognize the -fact that the 
success of American institutions has 
resulted from the peaceful submission 
of the minority to the rule of the ma- 
jority; and the success of majority rule 
hag been the result of the application 
of the same doctrine in party affairs. 
Referring to a recent statement by a 
democratic senator to the effect that 
“all men who think one way must nec- 
essarily be republicans, and all who 
think the other way must necessarily 
be democrats,” Mr. Wickersham said, 
“TI hope it will be pondered over by 
those gentlemen who still persist in 
thinking that ‘they can run with the 
hare and hunt with the hounds.’” 

The speaker acknowledged that 
‘long continued control of government 
by one party always has tended to 
result in its abuse and to corruption 
in its exercise.” But he expressed the 
opinion that the republican party, “like 
some human bodies which are so con- 
stituted that before disease has de- 
stroyed life they develop within them- 
selves an anti-toxin which overcomes 
and completely cures the disease, has 
always had within itself the vital 
capacity of rooting out the abuses and 
corruption of its own representatives 
and, without the neccessity of surgery 
from without, has completely wrought 
its own cure by action from within.” 

Administration Upheld. 

The present national administration, 
said the attorney general, “came into 
power under a gommission perhaps 
more specific than any other ever 
formulated for party government. It 
succeeded an era of attack upon spe- 
cial privilege and of effort to enforce 
laws made to check exploitation of 
the great resourceg of the nation for 
the benefit of comparatively small 
groupes. 

“The present administration,” he 
continued, “is not running amuck 
among legitimate business intereste. 
On the contrary, the intention and de- 
sire of the administration is. to pro- 
tect them from the disastrous influ- 
ences of unfair competition and secret 
illegitimate advantages in transporta- 
tion and in trade which operate to the 
benefit only of those few who partici- 
pate in them and to the detriment of 
all the many who do not It is this 
which has become the settled definite 
policy of the republican party.” 

But to the carrying out of the re- 
publican program, “the effective co- 
operation of all representatives of the 
party is necessary,” he said. Com- 
paring the party to a boat crew and 
President Taft to the coxswain, Mr. 
Wickersham predicted that “with the 
loyal cooperation of the crew, the re- 
publican béat must and will win the 
goal. But there hag been a mighty 
splashing of the oars; too many of the 
crew have been slow to realize that 
unless they al] fell into stroxe they 
would inevitably capsize the boat and 
all go into the water togetner. 

“It is to be hoped,” he said, “and in- 
deed there are signs that wiser coun- 
sels may prevail and that desire for 
personal prowess will be subordinated 
to a recognition of the fact that the 
success of the party administration is 
of more importance than the self- 
exploitation of any one individual 
member of it.” 


In conclusion, Mr. Wickersham sald: 


“A party whose ideals are imper- 
sonated at the head of its country or- 
ganization by a man of the lofty char- 
acter and varied experience of Lloyd 
Griscom; at the head of the state gov- 
ernment by one who has placed him- 
self so high in the esteem of the 
American people as Charlies Evans 
Hughes; and at the head of national 
affairs by that embodiment of all that 
is best in the name American, WiI- 
liam H. Taft, surely need feel no fear 
of the result of a submission of its 
claims to the impartial judgment of 
the American people.”

Light coming from bebind will often strike the 


inner surface of the glass (figure 1) and be reflected directly into the exe—ecaus- 
ing intense discomfort to sensitive eyes. Lenses that are approximately flat 
on the side next to the eye are likely to be very troublesome in the presence 
of lights that shine from behind. A lens with a pronounced inner curve ob 


viates this difficulty, 


On looking at figure 1 the reader will note that the approaching rays a» 
reflected directly into the eye, whereas this does not occur in the case of the 


curved lens (figure 2). 


It is simply the practical application of the familiar 


principle of reflection we studied in elementary physics: The angle of reflec- 
tion being the same as the angle of incidence, a certain amount of light re 
flected by a flat lens is sure to enter the eye, when by the same principle the 
enurve of a toric lens renders acute angled reflections impossible. For this 
reaso, the toric lens is wonderfully comfortable when properly fitted to the 
eye—but there’s the rub; many stores that sell optical goods handle these 
lenses, but have no adequate facilities for fitting them to the eye properly. 
In order that clear, comfortable vision may be enjoyed the lenses must be cor 
rectly fitted in accordance with the needs of each eye.

IN SINGLE YEAR IN LONDON 


London, May 2.— (Special. )—In 
cold prose a*return just issued by the 
local government board tells a .series 
of stories as terrible as ever made 
hideous the pages of the realistic nov- 
elist. The tragic fact thet no fewer 
than 125 persons died of starvation or 
had their death accelerated by priva- 
tion in England and Wales in 1908 
is revealed by this return. Of these 
deaths fifty-two occurred in London 
and seventy-three in the provinces. 

Details of each case are pathetic 
reading. A sad case is that of a 
former bank manager of Southwark, 
aged 64. Fainting from the results of 
Starvation and exposure, he fell on a 
stone corridor, fractured his skull] and 
died of the effects. 

Another example of distress is given 


» 


by the case of an old agricultural la- 
borer. He had been formerly employed 
in & brewery, which had pensiloned him 
off. But about three years before his 
death the pension had to cease, owing 
to the financlal difficulties of the brew- 
ery. “Since then,” grimly states the 
return, “deceased had only obtainéd 
occasional work, apparently too proud 
to ask for relief.” At the last he was 
unable to work through rheumatism. 
But he perished with stolid heroism, 
without applying “to his children or 
to the relieving officer for any help or 
assistance. 

In two cases the jury returned a ver. 
dict that death was caused solely by 
starvation. In eleven cases death was 
ascribed to starvation in conjunction 
with other causes.

| Insofar as’ the toxicologist’s personal 
| investigations were concerned, he ad- 
imitted they had resulted in finding 
but little dangerous drugs. With but 
one exception, Dr. Haines said he found 
cyanide ony when collaborating with 
Dr. Victor C. Vaughn, of Ann Arbor, 
Mich. 

In a part of the stomach of Colonel 
Thomas H. Swope, testified Dr. 
Haines, he found a two-hundredths of 
a gruin of strychnine. The physician 
said a small trace of the same drug 
was located in the brain. With the aid 
of r. Vaughn, Dr. Haines testified, he 
discovered some cyanide in the stom- 
ach. 

Only Slight T'rraces of Poison. 

Only slight traces of strychnine were 
claimed by Dr. Haines to have been 
found by him in the stomach and liver 
of Chrisman Swope. It was the belief 
of himself and Dr. Vaughn, said the 
witness, that there were signs of cyan- 
ide shown in their test upon the stom- 
ach, but they were. unable to locate 
definitely any of this dru 

Dr. Haines said both himslf and Dr. 
Vaughn found cyanide in the capsules 
which Dr. Hyde is alleged to 
thrown away. The stains on the en- 
velopes in which the capsules were de- 
livered to him, also responded to the 
cyanide tests, the witness said. 

Strychnine was found in the ejecta 
of Miss Margaret Swope by both him- 
self and Dr. Vaughn, said Dr. Haines. 

Judge Latshaw today upheld the 
State’s objection to the defense’s in- 
quiry of Dr. Ludwig Hoketon if rep- 
resentatives of Dr. Hyde did not call 
upon him on March 1 and demand 
parts of the visceras of Colonel Thom- 
as H. and Chrisman H. Swope.

It 
kindles a mistaken or a warped resent- 
ment in the bosom of the betrayed 
farmer, which is eventually directed 
against society in all its phases, which 
breeds universa] distrust, which stands 
as a stone wall against progress and 
betterment, and which so inoculates its 
victim with cynicism as to undo the 
work of better and purer men. 

“You may think I employ harsh and 
violent language. But 1 tell you, to 
paraphase the adage, that honest 
leadership is the best commercial, 
political, industrial, agricultural and 
financial] policy. Upon the unanimous 
acceptance of that belief depends the 
furthering of the welfare of the farm- 
ers of this nation. 

“You may grow weary of hearing me 
stress this theme, but here in St. Louls, 
at the greatest national farmers’ rally 
in the history of America, with ex-

Nation Prospers With Farmer. 


“Folks have always known in a 
vague sort of way that the nation 
prospered only as the farmer pros- 
pered. They have realized that in 
famine crop years, the bank balance 
of the country was depressed accord- 
Ingly, and that suffering and depriva- 
tion and loss was visited without ex- 
ception upon every element of the 
population, whether in city or coun- 
try. .They have seen, too, when the 
soil returned generously of its prod- 
ucts, that all waswell withthe na- 
tion, and that a tide of gold sent its 
vitalizing magic through every chan- 
nel of industry and commerce. 

“The nation has also recognized that 
at various periods the rural districts 
have been swept by a cyclone of po- 
litical frenzy, altering pre-conceived 
programs with an abruptness posi- 
tively dramatic for the way in which 
it demonstrated the power of the 
farmer, once roused.” 

| Sleep In Ended. 

Presidént Barrett then pictured the 
farmer jubilant throughout America, 
as follows: ; 

“And the farmer has, I confess, been 
slow in wakening. His environment, 
in the first place, was against his 
awakening. The tardiness of facilities 
for communication, the infrequency 
with which newspapers penetrated to 
the far rural districts, and the natural 
*uspicion which is a part of his tem- 
perament al! militated to keep him in 
shackles as to his own power, and 
his duty of self-government in the 
premises. 

“The era of sleep fis at an end! The 
era of wakefulness to self-duty, to the 
obligation of helf-help, to the obliga- 
tfon of duty to country is already 
dawning! I do not say that the 
farmner, aS a class, is roused to his 
national importance and to his na- 
tional obligations But I do assert, 
with all the emphasis at my com- 
mand, and supported by all ths ex- 
perience of a lifetime, that the leaven 
of re-adjustment, of revolutionary 
change, is stirring throughout § the 
mass of the American farmers.” 


Farmers’ Union Responsible. 
Mr. Barrett credited his organiza- 
tion, as follows, for many of these 


changes. 

“7 think that, in an instrumenta) de- 
gree, the Farmers’ Union is responst- 
ble both for the awakened farmer and 
the awakened nation, as regards the 
farmer. In the six years of our .na- 
tional existence, we have 
worked away upon the problem at its 
foundation—the home of the farmer, 
the viewpoint of the farmer, and above 
all, basing all our efforts upon a

Good Price for Cotton. 


“In the south, we have succeeded in 
obtaining for the farmer a reasonable 
price for his backbone staple, cotton. 
That ineans, we have ministered in 
every phase of southern commerce, 
that we have laid every southerner 
under cbligations to us, for cotton is 
the financial barometer of the south- 
ern states. In the middle west we are 
recording headway in handling, in a 
scientific and equitable manner, wheat 
and corn. In the far west, we are ac- 
complishig resultg in the systematiz- 
ing of the fruit industry, and of 
general agricultural products. 

“The financial success of our  pro- 
gram is important, but it is exceeded 
by Our moral and intellectual progress 
and evolution, which is reflected in 
the forward status of the American 
farmer generally, for I hold that or- 
ganization among the farmers has in. 
evitably benefited every tiller of the 
soil in this country, whether or not 
he is directly affiliated with the or- 
ganization.” 


Moral Education of Farmer. 


Showing the farmer's broadened 
viewpoint, Mr. Barrett said: 

“And if the farmer has been educated 
toward greater breadth and insight in 
his business dealings and toward his 
leaders, he has also been educated into 
greater breadth toward the great world 
of business and toward humanity gen- 
erally, outside of his own class. For 
instance, many of our uniformed critics 
have made many extravagant and wild 
charges regarding our attitude toward 
business. We have no desire or inten- 
tion to destroy or emasculate any of 
the great agencies of civilization, 
whether governmental, commercial, ju- 
dicial or ethical. 

“The farmer appreciates the indis- 

nsability of the machinery of trade. 


e knows there must be an intermedi- | 
‘ery,and that the producer cannot hope 


to carry his product In a bag across 
the street to the coneumer. Nor do 
we ask business or the government to 
view us in an eleemosynary capacity, 
or to grant us special favors. All we 
ask or will receive is a square deal, a 
chance to achieve a square dea] for 
ourselves and our families. All we 
ask is a square dea) that we may dis- 
charge these functions of which we 
are now thoroughly aware, in feeding 
end clothing the world at a decent 
profit to ourselves and a legitimate 
price to the beneficiary. 

“The attainment of thig viewpoint 
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has, of course, been uphill ‘work, and 
the making of that viewpoint universal 
will be still more heart-breaking and 
formidable. 


Would Efface Self. 


“And in the midst of this widespread 
anxiety to help the farmer, on his own 
account and in behalf of civilization, 
what is the first lesson to be sought? 

“I anewer, unhesitatingly: Knowleige 
of the farmer, tempered with infinite 
patience, endless forbearance, contin- 
ual self-effacement, incessant making 
of allowance for his frailties as well 
as his strength. 

“I deplore the note of self or of ap- 
parent egotism that may run through a 
part of this address. But I am help- 
less in this matter. I know of but one 
teacher—experience. 
through actual contact with the Amer- 
ican farmer, under every conceivable 
condition of prosperity and calamity. 
And, at the risk of misunderstanding, 
I am simply giving you the benefit of 
my experience, in the hope you wai) 
find some of the lessons I have learned 
profitable in the great mission toward 
which we are all addressing our ef- 
forts. It is a doctrine of aid based 
on knowledge, that I am preaching. If 
I could do so, I would cheerfully disas- 
+ gpa my personality from the equa- 

on. 


Cemeteries Filled. 

“The cemeteries of our country, both 
literal and figurative, are filled with 
men who thought they knew the farm- 
er, and aspired to lead him. The ad- 
, vancement of the well-being of the ru- 


ral masses of America is today the 


'most tempting and inexhaustible field 
, Of human endeavor; but the qualified 
workers in the vineyard are tragically 
: few. 

‘Not one man in a million, I make 
this statement advisedly, knows the 
A BC of the American farmer.

“In the degree that the tormer pre- 
vails, now and in the days to come, 
we shall solve the agricultural prob- 
lems perplexing the best and most con- 
secrated thought of this country. 

“The leader in the first class jis to- 
day the hope of the American nation. 
Whether hig influence is national, or 
limited to a precinct, history will 
reckon with hin) as a true and a dis- 
cerning patriot. He makes it his busi- 
ness, first, to understand the farmer. 
He is never afraid to tell the truth to 
his followers, when the time comes, 
even though that truth be temporarily 
unpalatable. He develops, or must de- 
velop, the courage everywhere to un- 
!mask the demagogue, the hypocrite, 
‘the self-seeker, whether large or small, 
whether in the ranks of the farmers 
themselves, or outside his ranks. He 
must never hesitate to sacrifice com- 
| fort, if needful; popularity, if that is 
essentia] to serve to the best perma- 
nent purpose the men who have en- 
‘trusted their combined welfare in his 
| hands. 
| “It is the leader of the second class 
| who has retarded the solution of the 
agricultural problem in our country, 
and whom we, as Americans, in town 
or on the farm, should be interested 
in scourging from activity. This man 
does not scruple to use his personal 
popularity with the farmer for selfish 
advantage, even though he may wreck 
the welfare of the farmer and make of 
him a cynic, distrustful of all men, dif. 
ficult to persuede to again listen to 
the voice of the man who would truly 
aid him. He truckles to and incites 
his passions and prejudices, rather than 
his reason. He appeals to his greed, 
rather than his sense of justice or his 
intelligence. He flatters the farmer, 
in preference to showing him the 
weakness of his contentions or his 
position. 

Incendiary Leadership. 


“This class of leadership is inevita- 
bly incendiary and destructive. For 
its almost criminally selfigh aims, it is

“‘Leadership in the rural districts is 
the solution of America’s rural prob- 
lem. Not ordinary leadership, but con- 


“summate leadership beside which the 


generaling of armies is insignificant, 
beside which the diplomacy of a Tal- 
leyrand is trivial, the patience of a 
Job importunate and the pore eee: 
ment of the ancient martyrs rank selt- 


ishness.’” 
Curbing, Not Destroying. 
An important feature was reference 
to the farmer’s attitude toward busi- 


ness: 

“Wwe are both interested in the curb- 
eg purging, not the destruction, 
of great agencies of civilization. We 
are both interested in building up a 
more staunch American citizenship, 
free of pollution from damaging alien 
strains, bred and brought up to fulfill 
the ideal of pure and militant Amer- 
icanism. And unless we realize this 
close mutual relation, we shall both 
suffer. The city man will suffer be- 
cause in withholding his aid he has 
crippled the farmer in providing sub- 
sistence for civilization. The farmer 
will suffer because he has denied him- 
self the rounded mentality, the fair 
chance for himself and his children 
that comes from the realization of the 
actuality of the universal protherhood. 

“We have discovered that intelligent 
organization succeeds. In the larger 
part of the program undertaken by the 
Farmers’ Union, we have recorded dis- 
tinct progress, with the promise of 
complete fulfillment in the ultimate 
future. 

“We have found, also, that organ- 
ized appeal counts in achieving polit- 
ical demands. Our campaign last win- 
ter at Washington for a recognition of 
cardinal issues desired by the Farm- 
ers’ Union brought favorable response 
from a great majority of the congress- 
men, because in the districts of these 
congressmen the Farmers’ Union was 
strongly organized. In the districts 
most compactly organized, the re- 
sponse was promptest and most heart- 
ily. That fact carries its own signifi- 
cance. 

Farmer Watching Politician. 

“Congress in general, and politicians 
in general, have paid, and are paying. 
more attention to the farmer, and that 
ig because the farmer is ‘paying more 
attention to the politicians.’ Once let 
the public officer conceive the idea that 
he is being watched continually by his 
constituent, and that the latter is 
carefully comparing promise with per- 
formance, and we shall elevate the 
standard of public service in this coun- 
try. I have urged upon Farmers’ Union 
members to refuse to let their attitude 
toward their congressmen be colored 
by any lLttle trivial gifts on part of 
the congressman, the bribery of a 
petty office for a relative, or a cordia! 
handshake from the great. man him- 
self. The test of worthiness of con- 
tinued indorsement at the polls is 
deeds, not flattery, and that man ig a 
traitor to his country, and to his 
ideals, who betrays his fellows by con- 
sidering a public obligatien «canceled 
by a private favor. 

“At many times I have expressed 
the conviction that farmers’ organize- 
tions should steer religiously clear of 
partisan politics. The latter is not es- 
sential to achieving needed legislation. 
The main thing is for the individual 
constituent to keep his congressman, 
representative or senator to a scrupu- 
lous accountability. A rule of this na- 
ture will get results, whether in an 
party now formed or to be formed. 
Failure to observe such a rule will 
mean the downfall of any political cru- 
sade, however carefully planned and 
brilliantly executed.”

“He is no longer pleading. He is

Four Reasons Given. 

Four reasons are given why the 
sentence should be @et aside. It is 
contended that Morse did not have trial 
by an impartial] jury, because the jury 
during the trial was Placed in the ex- 
clusive custody of special agents of 
the department of justice, that one of 
the jurors, who is named, was not 
mentally qualified, that the trial court 
submitted to the jury an offense not 
charged in the indictment, and that 
the judgment is five years in excess of 
what the statute authorizes on one 
count of the indictment.. 

These points are discussed by Mp 
Littleton in a brief. 


Action of Department. 


“The spectacle of the department of 
justice,” says Mr. Littleton, “placing 
its own special agents in charge of the 
jury that is to pass upon the Ilib- 
erty of one of its subjects is so repug- 
nant to every sense of fairness and 
justice that it calls for and merits 
prompt and vigorous condemnation at 
the hands of this court. We contend 
that the practice itself is so incon- 
sistent with our institutions, and that 
it furnishes such opportunity and 
temptation for wrong-doing on the 
part of these batt officers, that 
this court should hold the verdict rend- 
ered by a jury while surrounded: by 
such biased officials absolutely void. 
It is not so much the question of the 
conscious influence on the jury, but 
the natura] and unconscious influence 
which the law will imply from the 
mere presence of these biased officials.” 


Alleged Crazy Juror. 

Mr. Littieton says he proposes toe 
show that at and for a long time prior 
to the trials, one of the jurors suf- 
fered from alcoholic dementia, which 
had impaired his reason, his power of 
attention and his memory to such an 
extent that he could perform none of 
the duties imposed upon him as juror.

Colonel at RoyalBanquet 
in Morning Garb. 


His Baggage Was Delayed and 
He Lacked Costume Re- 
quired by Etiquette--Stars 
and Stripes Above Royal 
Palace. 


Copenhagen, May 2.—The Stage and 
Stripes floated above the royal palace 
today for the first time in the history 
of Denmark and former President 
Roosevelt, in the absence of King 
Frederick in southern France, is the 
guest of Crown Prince Christian, one 
of the palaces being placed at the dis- 
posal of Mr. Roosevelt and his family. 

The prince, presiding at a dinner 
this evening,’ as the king’s representa- 
tive, thanked Mr. Roosevelt for com- 
ing to this court and proposed his 
health, which was heartily responded 
to by those around the table, who in- 


cluded the leading personages in the 


kingdom, in court, parliamentary and 
scholarly life. 
The colonel, in reply, said that he 


had received a cordial message from 
the king and thanked the prince for 
his hospitality. He then proposed a 
toast to the king and the royal family 
of Denmark. 

Colonel Roosevelt's baggage un- 
fortunately had been delayed and he 
was obliged to dine in morning dress. 
King Edward had precisely the same 
experience two years ago, his baggage 
having been sent by a different route. 

At the reception given by Maurice 
F. Egan, the American minister at the 
‘legation, the former president met the 
diplomatic representatives, the cabinet 
members and many persons prominent 
in the various departments of public 
activity. By this time the missing 
baggage had been found and Mr. 
Roosevelt was then able to array him- 
self in the conventional dress clothes. 

The crown prince met the party on 
arrival from thé Netherlands by way of 
Kiel. He drove with Mr. Roosevelt to 
the palace and showed him to his 
apartments. Half an hour later the 
colonel visited the prince and had tea, 
proceeding from there to pay a visit 
to Prince Waldmar and Prince Hans, 
the latter being the uncle of the queen 
of England. 

The Danish-American Soctety, of Chi- 
cago, which is carrying on .extensive 
improvement work for the betterment 
of health in the district of Jutland, 
intends to ask Mr. Roosevelt to allow 
a park to be named after him. 

An interesting excursion is planned 
for tomorrow, when the Roosevelt 
party will visit Elsinore, 324 miles from 
Copenhagen, which is the assumed 
scene of Shakespeare’s tragedy of Ham- 
let.

STATES UPHELD 


N TRUST LATS 


Standard Oil and Lum- 
ber Dealers Are Hit. 


United States 


in Oil Trust and Backs Mis- 
sissippi in Disbanding Retail 
Lumber Dealers’ Combine. 


Washington, May 2.—The hands of 
the states in their fight against 
“trusts” were upheld today by the su- 
preme court of the United States with 
telling effect. 

The Association of Retatl Lumber 
Dealers in Mississippi and Louisiana 
was disbanded by affirmance of the 
decree of the supreme court of Mis 
sissippi; the Standard Oil Company of 


Kentucky was ousted from Tennessee 


by the approval of the decree of the 
supreme court of Tennessee. Both, the 
state courts had held, violated the 
anti-trust act of the respective states, 
Lurton’s First Utterance. 

Justice Lurton announced the opin- 
fon of the court in the Mississippi 
case. It was his first utterance from 
the supreme court bench on the “trust” 
question. He said the members of the 
association had obligated themselves 
not to deal with any manufacturer or 
wholesaler in lumber who sold to con- 
sumers in the localities in which they 
conducted a business sufficiently large 
to meet the demands of the public. 

He accepted the findings of the state 
courts and declared that it is an illegal 
combination and conspiracy under the 
Mississippi statute. 

Oil Trust Barred from Tennessee. 

The proceedings in the Standard Ofi 
case were begun in 1907 under the 
Tennessee anti-trust act. 

The charges against the Standard 
originated out of a transaction at Gal- 
latin, Tenn. The Standard of Kentucky 
had oll stored in tanks in Tennessee, 
from which it procured a supply to 
serve merchants throughout. various 
sections of the state. The Evansville 
Oil Company, of Evansville, Ind., sent 
a salesman to Gallatin to sell oll. He 
obtained a number of orders, where- 
upon the agent of the Standard Ol! 
offered to give the merchants 10 gal- 
lons of ofl per barrel to countermand 
their purchase orders with the Evans- 
ville Oil Company. Four of them ac 
cepted. 

Standard and Agents Indicted. 

The Standard and two of its agents 
were 
trust act. One of the agents was con- 
victed, but the Standard escaped pun- 
ishment on the ground that it could 
not be fined under the act, but could 
only be ousted. 

Ouster proceedings were then begun 
against it, the charges being based on 
the Gallatin transactions. The state 
courts issued an ousting decree, from 
which an appeal was taken to the su- 
preme court of the United States. 

Justice Holmes announced the opin- 
ion of the court. All the contentions 
of the company were disposed of favor- 
ably to the state. ;

To the General Council: 


Your committee appointed on April 
25 to go to Washington in the Inter- 
est of Atlanta, concerning the acquisi- 
tion of the old postoeffice for a city 
hall, beg to report ag follows: 

We reached Washington Thursday, 
April 28, and remained there two 
days, during which time we had con- 
ferences with the chairman of the ap- 
propriation committee of the house, 
the department of the treasury, and 
the supervising architect. 

We were informed that the subcom- 
mittee’ of the appropriation commit- 
tee, which is preparing the sundry 
civil appropriation bill, will report 
favorably upon our request; that the 
lot on which the old postoffice now 
stands, which was formerly donated by 
the city to the United States govern- 
ment, will be deeded back to the city 
of Atlanta upon the sole condition that 
the city pay the value of the present 
building for municipal purposes, and 
that the appraisal of the said value is 
to be made by the treasury depart- 
ment. 

We were led to believe that the ap- 
praisal would be reasonable and that 
the amount to be paid by the elty of 
Atlanta would be satisfactory to the | 
city. 

It ig of courge understood that the 
matter will have to be passed through 
both the house of representatives and

WILL INVESTIGATE 
THE JUSTICE COURTS 


Grand J Specially Charged 
on Subject by Judge 
Bell. 


In his address to the May ’grand 
jury yesterday Judge George L. Bell 
particularly charged its members to 
investigate the administration of the 
justice courts, both through the judges 
and the bailiffs, emphasizing the need 
of straight and satisfactory service 
from those courts. 

Though Judge Bell mentioned no 
particular instances, he stated that 
there had come to his attention a num- 
ber of cases in which the administra- 
tion of such courts had not been alto- 
gether what it should have been, and 
stressed the fact that the general use 
of the courts for quick justice by a 
large number of people, demanded 
that the business of such courts be 
transacted in a manner satisfactory to 
the public. 

He said also that the action of the 
bailiffs of these courts should be con- 
sidered, and that only men qualified 
to serve the writs of the court as they 
ought to be served should be chosen 
as bailiffs.

DESPERATE FIGHT 
AT NEGRO PICNIC 


———— 


Coming Home, Negroes 
Threaten Train Crew. 


At Line Creek One Negro Is 
Killed and Negro Woman 
Shot, Shooting Interrupting 
Crap Game---All Negroes in 
Affair Are Put Under Arrest. 


* After a desperate fight at a negro 
picnic at Line Creek, Ga, on the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic rail- 
road, in which ome negro was killed 
and a negro woman injured, the train 
crew of this road had their hands full 
in keeping the passengers in order 
during a 45-mile run back to Atlanta. 

With guns in their hands, each man 
carrying two, seven men awed nearly 
400 negroes into order, and by means 
of threats and persuasion, managed to 
keep them from renewing the fight, 
which started at the picnic grounds. 

Early yesterday morning, the At- 
lanta, Birmingham and Atlantic train 
pulled out from Atlanta with about 
400 negroes aboard. On the way to 
Line Creek there was a good deal of 
disorder, but the blacks were finally 
quieted and about 10:30 the grounds 
were reached. 

The train then resumed its trip to 
the end of the line, and the negroes 
began having a good time. A party 
started a crap game, trouble arose and 


a shooting resulted. Will Root, of 
Pittsburg, wag shot and killed by Will 


Johnson, alias “Soldier,” it being al- 
leged that Root’s arms were held by 
Henry Burley. In the melee, Viola 
O'Neil was shot. 

Burley was placed under arrest by 
the train crew, assisted by officers 
from Senota, on its return to Atlanta, 
and “Soldier” was captured in Union 
City.

Washington, May 2—President Taft's 
railroad bill will be emasculated. 

At the close of a protracted confer- 
ence of leading “regular” republican 
senators tonight it was apparent that 
the revolt of the “senate insurgents” 
had been virtually successful and that 
the sections of the bill relating to 
traffic agreements and mergers, which 
Senator Cummins and other insurgents 
have been fighting to amend, will be 
abandoned. 

Practically nothing distinctive: of 
the original bill will remain save the 
sections providing for the creation of a 
court of commerce. Even that has had 
a perilous time in the house and no- 
body tonight !{s prepared to guarantee 
that it will be enacted. 


Entire Bill May Fail. 

In fact, the differences between the 
senate and house are so great that in 
view of the radical action decided upon 
by senate leaders tonight, it would 
surprise nobody tf the entire bill 
should fail in conference. So serious 
became the situation of the bill late 
this afternoon that President Taft 
himself, at Pittsburg, was advised of 
the situation over the long-distance 
telephone by Senator Aldrich. 

Upon the “insurgents” the admin- 
istration will endeavor to place the re- 
sponsibility for the faflure of the Taft 
railroad legislation. To Senator’ Ald- 
rich over the telephone Mr. Taft is 
said to have expressed himself em- 
phatically to this effect. 

That he had initiated the pending 
measure and had advocated it through- 
out the country in the form itn which 
it was reported to the senate and that 
if a combination of insurgent republic- 
ans and democrats made it impossible 
for the republican majority to enact 
the bill, then he felt that the admin- 
istration should be relieved of respon- 
sibility for its defeat. 


Taft Left All to Aldrich 

He rested the entire matter in the 
hands of Senator Aldrich and his re- 
publican associates, who were then in 
conference. 

In the conference were Senators 
Aldrich, Elkins, Carter, Kean, Crane,, 
Root, Curtis, Flint, Brandege, Lodge, 
and from time to time others of the 
republican leadera. , 

Although admittedly stopped from 
passing the bill tn the form in which 
they wished, the administration sena- 
tors at once began the formulation of 
plans by which they will endeavor to 
take away from the insurgent republic- 
ans the chance to claim a clean-cut 
victory for themselves. They even 
wore an air of jubilation tonight over 
the. prospect of putting the “insur- 
gents” to rout on the pending Cummins 
amendment to the traffic agreement 
section, which will be the first matter 
voted on when the bill is taken up 
again, probably tomorrow. 

When the original Cummins amend- 
ment to this section, introduced as a 
substitute for the Elkins-Crawford 
provision, was voted upon Saturday 
the administration senators won by a 
margin of six votes.

Soaring high over the 
heads of the audience until he attain- 
ed a height of 375 feet, Mr. Hamilton 
abruptly shut off his motors and float- 
ed to the ground, alighting on the 
three wheels of the bottom of the plane, 
running along the ground for 4 dis- 
tance of several hundred feet and then 
stopping. Thunderous applause greet- 
ed this feat. 

The descent was made swiftly, but 
gracefully, much on the order of a 
bird as it comes to the ground from 
a high altitude. To those who were 
not fortunate enough to witness this 
marvelous maneuver, the “landing” of 
the machine should be stressed. There 
was no jar and the word “glide” fitly 
@escribes its landing. It swooped 
gracefully from the dizzy height in a 
manner that showed that should Mr. 
Hamilton’s motor give out while he 
wae in the air at any time during any 
flight, he would light as easily as a 
high diver from a balloon with his 
parachute. 

The “glide” was the last event and 
wound up a splendid program of 
flights. Next in interest and impor- 
tance to the “glide” was the taking 
of a passenger in the plane. 

Passengers Taken Up. 

Mr. Hamilton did not rise as high 
@s he would have done in his passen- 
ger-carrying flights, the wind blowing 
at the adverse angle mentioned above, 
making the reaching of a higher § alti- 
tude with the additional weight peril- 
ous, and the machine a trifle difficult 
to operate as safely as it could be 
operated otherwise, and Mr. Hamilton 
did not care to take the chance. He 
was willing to risk his own life in 
the machine against this 
he did not wish to risk those of his 
passengers. 

Starting at the south turn, Mr. Ham- 
ilton, with his passenger, arose direct- 
ly in front of the grand stand to a 
height of about 50 feet, covering the 
length of the grand stand before 
alighting on the ground again.

Atlanta Journal, and Thomas J. Bry- 
gon, of The Atlanta Constitution, were 
the men to make the flights, and they 
both expressed themseives as pleased 
with the sensation and said they hoped 
that Mr. Hamilton would be able to 
take them up higher today.

New York, May 2.—Cutting his way 
through a HNving mass of 20,000 cheer- 
ing people, his white locks bared to 
the breeze and his shuffling feet keep- 
ing time to the strains of the “Star 
Spangled Banner,’ Edward Payson 
Weston today brought to a triumphant 
end his ocean-to-ocean walk.

tration agrees to pay the price of 


striking out the whole section. 


Throughout today efforts were made 
to effect an agreement between those 
who favored the Cummins amendment 
and those who supported the Elkins- 
Crawford provision. The first would 
require all traffic agreements and all 
changes of rates to be approved by the 
interstate commerce commission in ad- 
vance of taking effect. The latter would 
make traffic agreements lawful under 
the Sherman law, but would not re- 
quire that rates made by railroads 
should be submitted to the commis- 
sion in advance. The insurgents were 
unyielding. They believed that vic-~- 
tory «1s within their grasp. 

After the adjournment of the senate, 
Senator Cummins was called into the 
final conference. He was asked if the 
insurgents could not get together on 
some provision that would be less ob- 
noxious to the majority of the repub- 
licans than the pending Cummins 
amendment. Mr. Cummins is reported 
as saying personally he was agreeable 
to.the adoption of some provision that 
would insure substantially the same 
thing, but that he thought his :in- 
surgent colleagues would not be will- 
ing to accept anything outside of a 
straight-put proposition compelling 
railroads to obtain permission of the 
commission before putting rates into 
effect. 

No Compromise, Says Cummins. 

When Senator Cummins came out of 
Senator Aldrich’s room, he said in 
response to a question: “We are not 
compromising. We believe we have 
the votes to adopt my amendment.” 

It was apparent that he had not been 
told of the plan to eliminate section 
7, and that he did not suspect any such 
intention on the part of those who 
have the bill in charge. 

He joined Senators Clapp, Dolliver 
and La Follette, who had waited in the 
corridor to learn the result of his 
visit to the conference. A newspaper 
man who joined this group of insur- 
gents was told by all of -them that 
they were confident of winning. 

Harmony was not complete in the 
conference of the senate leaders. Sen- 
ator Flint was not willing that section 
7 should be stricken out of the bill. 
At the same time he was unalterably 
opposed to giving the railroads full 
power to raise rates without the ap- 
proval of the commission and he made 
it clear that as between the two prop- 
ositions on a final vote he would act 
against his associates and support the 
Cummins, rather than the. Elkins- 
Crawford amendment. 

Mr. Flint proposed as a compromise 
that traffic agreements should be per- 
mitted and that the commission should 
give blanket approval of existing 
rates, but that mo new rates should 
be put in force until they had been 
approved. His proposition did not 
meet with acquiescence and it was ap- 
parent also in the attitude of the in- 
surgents that they would not accept

it. Mr. Flint then withdrew from the 
conference. 
Why Republicans Get Scared. 

Several senators were asked tonight 
to what they attributed their failure 
to get enough votes to adapt the 
Elkins-Crawford amendment. They 
were almost unanimous in the ex- 
pression that it could be charged 
directly to the fear that if rates were 
raised by the _ railroads the people 
would say the repeal of the Sherman 
anti-trust law in its application to rail- 
roads was responsible. Unquestionably 
the possible political effect of the adop- 
tion of that section frightened away 
some of the early supporters of the 
provision. 

Senator Root was noticeably 
annoyed at the outcome of the 
conference. When asked what caused 
the change of front in connection with 
section 7, he said: 

“Cold feet. Some of those who ought 
to support the bill were afraid of the 
political effect.”’ 

Whether the showdown betweén the 
regular republicans and the insurgents 
will come tomorrow depends on the 
amount of debate that ensues and the 
attitude of the insurgents when they 
learn of the plans of their opponents 
to deprive them of victory. 


More Trouble for Elkins. 

Senator Elkins, in charge of the bill, 
encountered further trouble on the sen- 
ate floor today in the opposition of 
senators from “intermountain” states 
to the long and short-haul system of 
freight charges now practiced by the 
railroads. Senator Dixon, of Montana, 
In advocating the adoption of his 
amendment prohibiting railroads from 
charging more for a short haul than 
for a long haul, cited, among others, 
an instance of what he termed unjust 
discrimination against intermountain 
and states where cotton goods were 
transported from New York to Seattle 
for 90 cents per hundred, while the 
rate from New York to Missoula, Mont., 
650 miles nearer, was $3.31. 

Mr. Elkins suggested that if the 
rates were unreasonable, relief was to 
be had from the interstate commerce 
commision. 

Mr. Dixon replied that small interior 
communities could not afford to pur- 
Sue such a course. Senator Smoot. of 
Utah, came to Mr. Dixon's assistance 
and complained of discrimination 
against Salt Lake City in favor oe Los 
Angeles. 


“Move Out,” Said Eikinus. 


With an air of irritation, Mr. Elkins 
said that each. community should be 
permitted to enjoy its own advantages, 
and if the people of the interior wanted 
the advantages of the coast cities, in- 
cluding cheaper freight rates, due to 
water competition, they “should move 
outside.” 

“We are not going to get off the 
map,” Senator Smoot said, hotly; “we 
are going to stay right where we are 
and ask congres to right our wrongs.” 

Mr. Elkins insisted he did not want 
to put anybody off the map. He 
charged Mr. Dixon with entering into 
an alllance with the democrats, who, he 


said, for twenty years, had been rd 


cating what he was arguing for. 

Mr. Dixon contented himelf with the 
reply that twenty republican senators 
would vote for his amendment, and he 
hoped that all of the democrats would 
Go likewtse. The subject was still 
pending when the senate adjourned.

Washington Branch Returned, 


For the first time since the line was 
built the Georgia railroad yesterday 
returned the Washington branch of its 
system for taxation by the state for 
1910, fixing the value at $128,655.09. 

The return of this branch line for 
taxation is the result of a supreme 
court decision handed down some time 
ago and which held that this particu- 
lar property is not exempt from taxa- 
tion under the original charter granted 
by ‘the state, on the ground that it 
has been acquired since the charter 
was granted.

SECRETARIES AT NEW ORLEANS 


New Orleans, May 2.—(Special.)—Ex- 
Governor David R. Francis, of Mis- 
sOuri, will the chief speaker at the sec- 
ond annual convention of the Southern 
Commercial Secretaries’ Association, 
which will meet tn New Orleans May 
27 and 28, with a twenty-day trip to 
Panama as an aftermuth. Governor 
Francis, within the past year, has 
taken a lively interest in southern de- 
velopment matters,\ and is first vice 
president of the Southern Commercial 
Congress, an association of southern 
commercial organizations banded to- 
gether for the purpose of exploiting 
the south as a whole. The secretaries’ 
association is composed of the execu- 
tive officers of southern commercial 
organizations who meet annually to 
interchange experience, ideas and ad- 
vice relating to the growth and im- 
provement of thelr work. In recent 
years the functions of the commercial 
secretary has become highly technical, 
and has developed a separate profes- 
Sion of expert “prosperity promoters,” 
who strive for and often achieve that 
which would be more difficult to ac- 
complish if left to inexperienced hands, 
Governor Francis, while busy_ in his 
campaign for senator, nevertheless is 
much interested in a movement which 
President Taft, a few days ago, de- 
clared is “causing the south to make 
greater strides than any other section 
of the United States.” 


While the Southern Commercial Sec- 
retaries’ Association is not, by its very 
nature, a large organization, its mem- 
bers represent the livest and most ac- 
tive cities in the south, and their 


meetings are characterized by atten- 
tion strictly to business. In addition to 


Governor Francis, a number of other 
men of prominence in the country are 
on the program, among them being 
Governor Sanders, of Louisiana; W. W. 
Finley, president of the Southern rail- 
way; Mayor Martin Behrman, of New 
Orleans; J. E. Watson, commissioner of 
agriculture of South Carolina; B. G. 
Routgahn, director of the American 
tuberculosis exhibit; M. E. Foster, pro- 
prietor of The Houston, Texas, Chroni- 
cle;-John M. Parker, president of the 
Southern Commercial Congress; Phil- 
ip Werlein. president of the New Or- 
leans Progressive Union; Woodworth 
Clum, secretary of the Rochester, N. 
Y., Chamber of Commerce; William 
A. Gibson, executive officer of the Chi- 
cago Association of Commerce; L. E. 
Bentley, secretary of the Loulsiana 
Press Association; W. F. Saunders, sec- 
retary of the St. Louls Business Men's 
League, and others. 

Governor Francis who was director 
general of the St. Louls World’s Fair, 
is especially interesting to New Or- 
leans on account of the World’s Pana- 
ma Exposition, which will be held in 
this city in 1915-16, and for which 
$5,000,000 is being ‘raised by local con- 
tributions and state tax.

UNIFORM AUTO REGULATIONS 


Editor Constitution: I saw in a re- 
cent issue of an Atlanta paper where 
an automodbile had been found bearing 
a duplicate number, the same being the 
number of a machine which had caused 
a serious accident. The statement was 
made that the detectives were search- 
ing for the owner of the machine. 
This situation is deplorable when we 
consider the great number of people 
who have been injured recently by au- 
tomobile accidents. 

At the last session of the legislature 
I introduced a bill which was intended 
to correct this great deficiency in our 
state laws. My bill provides that there 
shall be a uniform system of register- 
ing and numbering. Each owner is re- 
quired to register with the secretary of 
state, who shall provjde a book for that 
purpose, and shall deliver a number to 
be placed on this machine. Thus, when 
an accident occurs, the officers could 
go at once to the books of the secre- 
tary of state and find the name and 
residence of the person owning the 
automobile. As it is now, twenty-five 
cars may be in Atlanta thig week 
bearing the same number. The cars 
from Griffin, Macon, Marietta and oth- 
er Georgia cities now run through the 


streets bearing only certain numbers, 
issued by their local authorities, which 
may conflict with one another. Under 
my bill there would be but one ma- 
chine béaring each number (except in 
the case of those who Own more than 
one car) and the initials, “Ga.” will 
appear after each number. The other 
provisions of the bill regulate the speed | 
in cities and towns, as well as at curves 


and crossings and all places where peo- 
Ple may be congregated. I have made 
no attempt to say that On open stretch- 
es of road a man must drive at an un- 
reasonably slow rate, but I have at- 
tempted to control the reckless drivers 
at the places named above, and alse 
when meeting and passing teams. 

The bill, as originally drawn by me, 
Was greatly improved by the work of 
the house committee on roads and 
bridges, and was reported back by sub- 
stitute with the recommendation that 
it pass by substitute. The whole 
committee, together with several other 
members who had introduced bills on 
the subject, gave much time and work 
to the substitute measure, ahd studied 
carefully the laws of other states. I 
think that the bill which we will urge 
for passage at the very first of the 1910 
session is the very best automobile bill 
in existence in the United States, as 
it scontains the best provisions from 
the laws of other states. 

Please help us with your influence. 
If we have state registration, a uni- 
formity of numbering, speed limits at 
dangerous crossings in towns and 
when passing and meeting people, and 
a penalty for violating the provisions 
of the law, wa can then protect both 
the automobilists, who desire to do 
right, and the people, from the reckless 


and irresponsible ones who do not con- 
‘sider 


the life and limb of others, 
There are not many of these latter 
driving automoblies now, but quite 
enough to demand action at our hands.

POLITICAL - 


ENERGY TO BE LOOSENED 
ATLASTIN TENTH DISDRICT

Hartwell, Ge, May 2.—(Special.)— 
From all indications the lid is off the 
political pot in the sedate old Eighth 
district and stirring politics will be 
the program for the next few months. 

Congressman William M. Howard 
reached Hartwell on an early train 
this morning from Elberton, to deliver 
the first speech of his campaign for 
reelection, and from the moment of his 
arrival was surrounded by his sup- 
porters, who, while acknowledging that 
the contest in Hart is going to be 
close, are confident that the county 
will be found in the Howard column 
when the ballots are totalled. 

Any definite line on the outcome of 
the race is practically impossible at 
this time, in view of the fact that the 
executive committee has not as yet met 
to formulate the rules and regulations 
for the primary. If a popular vote 
primary is called, Mr. Howard's candi- 
dacy will probably be strengthened, 
as it is admitted that his strongholds 
are in the counties having the largest 
votes. On the other hand, should the 
nominee be named by the vote by 
counties, the value of the vote of sev- 
eral of the smaller counties, in which 
Colonel Tribble is very strong, will 
be materially increased. 

As the situation is now, Congress- 
man Howard's friends claim that they 


that the outlook is growing brighter 
Cvery day. 

What effect on the situation the 
starting of Mr. Howard's campaign 
will have is not known, although it 
will probably cause his friends to re- 
double their efforts. In this event, 
politics in the usually calm and plac- 
id eighth will, tn all probability, as- 
sume such a nature that the district 
will at once take rank with the stormy 
ninth and bloody seventh, two north 
Georgia districts long famed for the 
violence of their campaigns. 

So, notwithstanding, Colonel Trib- 
ble’s refusal to meet Mr. Howard in 
joint debate, for which he is being 
severely criticised by the latter's fol- 
lowing, the voters of this district will 
probably go through as fierce and 
heated a congressional campaign—one 
filled with caustic discussions of the 
personalities of the two candidates, 
with Tom Watson hovering on the ho- 
rizon to administer a bit of tabasco 
from time to time-—in the next few 
months as was ever witnessed in a 
Georgia district. It is simply a case 
of the storm after the quiet. Congress- 
man Howard's evident strength in his 
district has kept down opposition for 
many terms. and the voters have had 
but little chance for political warfare 
amongst themselves. 

But it looks now as if all this bot- 
tled-up energy was about to be loosed. 
Certain it is that the state-at-large 


are entirely satisfied with the outlook, 
although they admit that the race is 
close. Colonel Tribble’s friends on the 
other hand are confident and assert

Watson Had Power to Oust Negro. 

“Mr. Watson is not running for con- 
gress and I am not going to introduce 
him into this contest, except insofar. 
as I have covered the ground in my 
controversy with him in the news- 
papers.

“These few republicans,’ said Mr. 
Howard, “merely wanted the aid of the 
democrats in humbling ‘Uncle Joe’ 
without taking him from his seat. This 
is proven by the votes of these insur- 
gents on every vote since then. In 
other words, we merely decided that 
we would not sell out for a mess of 
pottage, and I declare unto you that 
we did right then and that we would 
do the same thing again under similar 
circumstances. Mr. Tribble charges 
that I deserted the democratic party; 
that I sold the south to New England. 
The records of my vote against Joe 
Cannon and for Champ Clark and of 
every other vote I ever cast in the 
house prove whether I deserted the 
demogratie party or not. <As for the 
effort of my oppgnent to bring the 
Payne-Aldrich tariff in under the claim 
that our votes on Champ Clark’s reso- 
lution were really cast so as to aid 
the republicans in the passing of the 
bill, all that is mecessary to say is 
that the resolution expressly stated 
that it did not apply to the consider- 
mittee assignment.

SOUTHERN ROADS 
TO INCREASE RATES 


All Roads Between Mis- 
sissippi River and At- + 
lantic to Act. 


New York, May 2.—A rate readjust- 
ment which will affect the railroads 
' between the Mississippi river and the 
'Atlantic seaboard is under prepara- 
|tion, it was learned today from the 
‘authoritative sources. 

The railroads comprise the water and 
rail, as well as the standard differen- 
tial lines and the adjustment will mean 
increases in revenue in both freight 
and passenger traffic. 

Increased operating expenses be- 
cause of increased wages, together 
with higher cost of materials, is given 
as the reason for the adjustment. 

A statement issued today says there 
is small possibility of putting these 
) changes into effect before the passage 
of the amendment to the Hepburn act 
in congress. 


MRS. SHAW DEPLORES 


Only Intended to Bring Silence 
and Not to Disparage 
His Utterances. 


New Orleans, May 2.—The hissing 
of President Taft when he addressed 
the recent convention of the Woman’s 
Suffragist Association in Washington 
was sounded in an effort to invoke si- 
lence and not in disparagement of the 
president’s utterances, according to 
Dr. Anna Shaw, president of the as- 
sociation, who arrived in New Orleans 
last night to address a meeting of the 
Era Club, a woman's organization, 
here tonight. At the same time she 
has some things to say, decidedly un- 
complimentary to President Taft's 
i speech. 

“We deplore the hissing,” said Dr. 
‘Shaw, “but think that what the presi- 
dent said was grossly ill-timed. The 
fact is, the president was not prepared 
to speak at all. He probably’ said 
what he would not have uttered had 
he made careful deliberation of his 
words. Mr. Taft does not know where 
he stands on the woman's suffrage 
question. In that he is like a whole 
lot more of men. 

“It surprises me to see that good 
men of the country are so shortsight- 
ed,” Dr. Shaw continued. “It is not 
the bad men who have kept women 
from their rights; it is the real, true, 
| rood men who think they are doing 
/right. They have too much of the six- 
‘teenth century idea of women. They 
forget that women brush up against 
‘the world and have to battle with 
problems just as men do.”

Problem Is to Be Dis« 
cussed by Astrono- 
mers.

Los Angeles, Cal., May 2-—"Why do 
comets have tails?” This Is one of 
the problems to be discussed by as-~ 
tronomers who will gather here next 
August for a session of the Interna- 
tional Association of Solar Research, 
These scientists will represent nearly 
all nations and it will be their first 
meeting since the assembly at Meuden, 
France, in 1907. 

The session will be held in the Car 
negie Observatory, on Mount Wilson, 
and the astronomers may remain. there 
for months. Another of the problems 
is to measure degrees of variation in 
the amount of heat and light energy 
the sun pours into the earth daily. 
Among the scientists who are expected 
to come are Professor Hartmann, direc« 
tor of the observatory at Gottingen, 
Germany; Professor Kayser, of Bonn, 
and Sir David Hill, former chief of 
the observatory at Cape of Good 
Hope.

COTTON WAS NERVOUS; 
BUT CLOSED STEADY 


Futures Net Three Points Low- 
er to Five Points Higher. 
Spots Quiet. 


New York, May 2.—The cotton mar- 
ket was very nervous today with fluc- 
tuations irregular and the close steady, 
net 8 points lower to 5 points higher. 

The opening was steady ata de- 
cline of 2 points to an advance of 2 
points, near months being lower under 
disappointing cables, while later po- 
sitions showed the influence of less 
favorable weather reports. Trading 
was not general and the whole list 
firmed up after the opening on New 
Orleans bull support of the old crop 
positions, while the new crop advancea 
on covering of shorts and rally, a bet- 
ter demand through commission 
houses attributed to fears of lower 

peratures in «the southwest, com- 
plaints of d weather from the if 
states and vate advices from various 
sections 0o the -south, indicating 
greater damage from the recent storm, 
than the market generally has been 
prepared to admit. But offerings in- 
creased on an advance of about 4@8 
points, and it looked as though appre- 
hensions of labor treubles in Lanca- 
shire were restrictly ‘fresh purchases 
for the time being. At any rate, mod- 
erate realizing and local bear prssure 
sent prices off to a shade under the 
closing figures of Saturday for the 
old crop months and the new’ crop 
loét most of its early advance, but later 
stiffened up a little on covering and a 
report from a local authority. indicat- 
ing an increase of only 2.9 per cent in 
acreage. Private cables state that 
mill operatives in Lancashire have re- 
fused to accept the proposed reduction 
in wages, but local authorities state 
their advices lead them to believe that 
this reduction will not be immediately 
insisted upon by the spinners. Accord- 
ing to the official report 173,900 bales 
were delivered on contract in New 
York today. It is reported that 
freight room has been engaged for 
15,000 bales to Liverpool and 2,000 
to France Southern spot markets 
generally unchanged. ;

Them Was Made Dur- 
ing the Session. 

New York, May 2.—The understone 
of speculative sentiment today remaip- 
ed depressed and discouraged, notwith- 
standing an apparent lightening of the 
active pressure of liquidation and signs 
of hesitation on the part of the shorts 
about pursuing the downward course 
of prices with further sales. The bears, 
on account of this feeling, were intlin- 
ed to cover their shorts at frequent 
intervals to establish a fresh vantage 
point from which to attack prices. 
Hence the recurrent checks to the de- 
cine and intermittent rallies. This 
covering from the shorts, however, con- 
stituted about .the only apparent de- 
‘mand of the stocks and there was 
nothing like an aggressive stand 
against the crumbling process by at- 
tempts to support prices and turn the 
market against the bears. With the 
market left in this unprotected sate, 
the bear party renewed its courage from 
time to time and returned to the at- 
tack. As prices were forced lower 
under this process, additional selling 
was forced by the wiping out of mar- 
gins and uncovering of stop loss or- 
ders, Expressions on the part of bank- 
ers as to the tnopportune position of 
the money market for entering upon 
any speculative campaign in stocks 
discouraged operations on that side of 
the market. 

These expressions from bankers 
seemed to be unaffected by the passing 
of same of the most urgent require- 
ments on the money market. Cotton 
payments in fulfillment of the three- 
day notices sent out to purchasers on 
Friday, were made on a large scale, 
and the regular May interest and divi- 
dend payments were somewhat larger 
than usual. It is expetced that the 
completion of these settlements will 
be followed by the return of funds 
thug released to the money market. 
Foreign money markets also are af- 
fected by the passing of the monthly 
settlements. The Bank of England's 
reserve was further replenished by 
more arrivals of American. gold, 
but the holiday on the ondon 
stock exchange left no medium for 
speculative appraisement of that de- 
velopment. The foreign exchange rate 
here declined further, widening the 
margin away from the profit on gold 
exports. It was on the industrial and 
commercial side that the speculation 
had to encounter its most depressing 
influence. These were most acute in 
the metal group of industrials, especi- 
ally the coppers. Amalgamated Cop- 
per broke through the lowest prices 
touched during the whole of the year 
1909. Unsatisfactory demand and ac- 
cumulating stocks gave force to the 
rumors of an intended sharp cut in 
prices of copper in some such fashion 
as iron and stee: prices were  read- 
justed more than a year ago. April 
exports of copper were shown to have 
fallen off heavily withcut effecting any 
reduction in the reported visible supply 
in London. The belated dullness in 
the iron market and its apparent spread 


trade widened the influences drawn 
from this*condition. 

The speculative temper was, inclined 
to make something of a number of su- 
preme court decisions in minor cases, 
as marking a uniform tenor against 
the corporation contentions. Such com- 
fort as was offered by crop advices 
seemed to be accepted with reluctance. 

The early decline of wheat on re- 
ports of rain in the southwest, with the 
subsequent recovery and removal of 
fears of damage, fairly measured the 
influence of the subject on the stock 
market. 

It was commented upon that Penn- 
sylvania suffered no more than the 
average decline, although the directors 
refrained from advancing the dividend 
rate. Inspired intimations were given 


part of eastern railroads in consonance 
with the increases announced by west- 
ern trunk lines. 

Bonds were easy. Total sales, par 
value, $2,318,000.
